Trepoff, commandant of the im- 
perial palace, was interviewed 
at Petcrhof this evening regarding the 
situation in Russia, The train (in 
which the correspondent went; to Pet- 
erhot was 'full of troops and the little 
town swarmed with soldiers. Gen; Tre- 
poff's house was guarded by armed po- 
lice, a necessary precaution, inasmuch 
as the general is the man best hnted by 
the revolutionists,' who makes no secret 
of their intention of assassinating him 
at the first opportunity. 

Talking of the general position of af- 
fairs, Gen. TropofT deplored the lack 
of energy displayed in combatting the 
revolutionary movement, It was easy 
to deduce from his remarks that lie con- 
sidered that Premier Coremykin's place 
was on the ministerial bench in the 
lower house of parliament and that, lie 
should be there daily, ever watchful 
and over ready to reply to his political 
opponents. The general referred in 
complimentary terms to the premier's 
intelligence and good intentions, quali- 
ties, however, not so much needed as 
initiative perception and prompt, recog- 
nition of the inevitable. Gen. Trepoff 
gave the impression that he realized the 
necessity and advisability of the exist- 
ing movement. 

How to Manage Douma 

Discussing parliament, Gen. Trepoff 
said that ac present it was simply being 
utilized as n revolutionary centre. 

'.'Look nt the immunity allowed 
Alladin and persons of his stamp," .said 
the general. "The labor group is given 
practically a free hand by the other 
parties for tactical purposes, forcing 
the hand of the government by exag- 
gerating the strength Of the extreme 
revolutionary element; hut should the 
moderates come into power, they would, 
in my opinion, overthrow the extremists 
who would then take their proper places 
in the political perspective. 

"The prevalent tone of parliament is 
destructive, but I dare believe it will 
become constructive or at least 1 hope 
so. It seems to me that the best so- 
lution is a ministry from the centre 
party as being the strongest party. 1 
admit that the appointment of such a 
ministry would be a great risk, but the 
risk would be justified by the urgency 
of pacifying. 

"The great power of the revolution- 
aries," Gen. Trepoff declared, "lies in 
their control of the press. Political 
passions- are such that the most pru- 
j dent of men have lost, their heads and 
are ravins like lunatics over Utopian 
schemes, which can only result in blood 
and flame.?' 

Men of Talent Revolutionists 

"I cannot deny that the revolutionar- 
ies have won over nearly all the men 
of talent. Even if moderate journals 
should be founded, their promoters 
would find no collaborators. 

"Furthermore, you know that the 
larger number of papers of St. Peters- 
burg tire in the bands Of the Jews, and 
that most of the members of the staffs 
are Jews, while the reporters are gen- 
erally revolutionary agitators. Then see 
to what extent the Jew is represented 
.in parliament and say what will pre- 
vent an upheaval, practically the work 
of Jews, through their cunning provo- 
cation of skillfully contrived posing as 
innocent victims of a blood-thirsty ty- 
ranny. 

"1 indorse every word of the official 
report regarding Bialystok. When 
Prince I'rusoff spnko the other day in 
parliament regarding organized incite- 
ment to pogroms at headquarters he 
lied; that is all. His calumnies are 



the outcome of disappointed ambition. 
When he earo'u to make concrete charges 
he could only cite two cases of officials 
who had betrayed the trust the gov- 
ernment, had 'reposed in them. 
Amnesty Sheer Nonsonso 

"To talk of granting amnesty now. 
when the papers are full of lists of 
murdered officials, and when no one in 
authority is safe from the bomb, the 
knife and the pistol, is sheer nonsense." 

Turning to tin; question of disaffec- 
tion in the army, Gen. Trepoff declared 
positively his conviction that the over- 
whelming proportion of the troops are 
implicitly loyal anil never will turn 
against their sovereign. 

"Tlie land question,'; Gen. Trepoff 
said, "is the question of questions, Per- 
sonally I consider the government's land 
propositions, quite acceptable. Possibly 
further concessions might be made after 
reas-inablo discussion by parliament: 
What is needed more than increased 
holdings is an Improvement in the sys- 
tem of agriculture. The general in- 
troduction of this improvement will re- 
quire at least a generation."

His Majesty met 
a British naval olllcer at a yacht club 
dinner at Kiel recently and talked with 
him half an hour on the Heedlessness 
and the harmfulness of bickering be- 
tween Great Britain and Germany, and 
the determination on his part to pre- 
serve not only peace, but to cultivate 
goodwill and confidence The German 
journalists who recently visited Kng- 
land have since their return filled the 
editorial pages of the most Important 
newspapers with their observations, 
showing the causelessnoss of any 111- 
feellng between the two peoples and 
detailing a thousand arguments for 
peace and tho co-operation of German 
and British friendship. 

A committee Is about to Invite; fifty 
British editors to make a return visit 
to Germany. The committee Includes 
the presidents of the Prussian House 
of Lords and of the lower house of the 
Prussian diet and eighty other persons 
occupying prominent positions in poli- 
tical universities and financial life.

Warmburg, a chemist, wits ofttui called 
into consultation by Rononburg touching 
his experiments.

GENEVA, July 7.— The final text 
of the Bed Cross convention 
whereby practically all nations 
of the civilized world agree upon rules 
In the matter of treatment Of sick, 
wounded or dead, members of the hos- 
pital corps ami nurses in time of war. 
"hows many changes from the antiq- 
uated convention of 1804, The proto- 
col of this new convention gives until 
December 31, 100U for the ratification 
of the convention by the governments 
concerned, Tho uiaiii features of tho 
new treaty follow: 

Chapter one Is devoted to the wound- 
ed and sick. Each belligerent is re- 
quired to respect and care for sick and 
wounded officers, soldiers ami others 
attached officially to the enemy's army 
Who fall into its hands. Should one 
belligerent be compelled to abandon 
the sick and wounded on the field and 
leave members of the hospital corps and 
material for their care, such sick and 
wounded become prisoners of the enemy 
subject to the stipulation made by tilt 
belligerents for the exchange of pris- 
oners after e.vchangeinent . The final 
cupaill of field shall adopt measures to 
find all wounded and dead and to pru- 



ROME, July 7— Tho greatest in- 
terest is manifested here In the 
particulars of the ascension on 
June 18 of Mount Ruwenzorl by the 
Duke of Abruzzl, a cousin of King 
Victor F.mmanuel The mount Is 
situated between Albert Nyanza and 
Victoria Nyanza, in Central Africa. It 
Is about 18,000 feet high and had never 
been climbed previously. H is Majesty 
has been heard to remark that if lie 
were not King he would bo the Duke's 
companion In his various dangerous 
expeditions. The King Is especially 
proud that a prince of his house has 
for the third time penetrated to where 
no human foot lias ever trod before, 
the previous occasions being the 
Duke's expeditions to Alaska and in 
search of the north pole. His .Maj- 
esty has received from his cousin fur- 
ther telegraphic details ot the ascen- 
sion. The Duke describes his emo- 
tion upon reaching the summit. Tears 
filled the eyes of the leader and his 
companions as they unfurled their 
banners on the highest peak, crying 
the while, "Long live Italy!" They 
had mounted one height after another 
of the glittering snowclad mountains. 
All was virgin White about them and 
there was t.o sign of life. The still- 
ness was intense and broken only by 
the cracking fall of ice from the gla- 
ciers.

C^cure- Data for 
Magazines. 



Messrs. D. W. ami A. S. lddings, two 
bright nnil enterprising newspapermen, 
special writers lor American magazines 
larrived at Vancouver Friday morning: 
These young men, whose home is in 
Dayton, Ohio,' were out this way last 
(year and explored certain parts of 
Northern British Columbia in the vicl 
nity of- Fort Rupert, where'they travers- 
ed a country almost unknown. Their 
object on this special trip was to secure 
information for us in magazine articles 
(regarding the native Indians of the 
[North and that part of the country. 
They have written several descriptive 
'articles regarding their trip, <md one 
."will appeUT in tin: September issue of 
,"Recreation," a New York publication. 
The article deals exclusively with the 
northern part of the province. It is 
wonderful country and is equal to, if 
not surpassing in grandeur <md magni- 
ficence any of the world-famous fjords 
on the coast of Norway. On that trip 
l)ie Messrs. Iddings .were accompanied 
Iby an Indian guide. They are firmly 
convinced that in the near future this 
trip along the northern shores of British 
Columbia will become fme of the most 
popular in the world; The technical in- 
formation gained on this trip was re- 
corded in the records of the National 
iGebgrnphlenil Society and the American 
'Geographical Society, while 1 lie more 
ipopular writings were communicated to 
iiKigazinej and newspapers. They are 
members of the National Geographical 
society and Fellows of the American 
Geographical society, ami only recently 
they had more honors conferred on them 
5}y being elected Fellows of the Royal 
'Geographical Society of Ivnglund. 

Their object on the present trip to 
•British Columbia is to go over the Cari- 
iboo trail and secure data for magazines 
and newspapers. They will spend a few 
days in the city, after which they will 
go to Ashcroft, where they will outfit 
if or llieir trip along the Cariboo trail. 

"Ai present Americana arc very en- 
thusiastic over coaching," said the elder 
hidings to a reporter, "and we bope to 
Ibo able to secure nnicii information 
about thai part of the country. It, is 
3io doubt an ideal place for coaching ami 
wny information gained by us on our 
•travels will no doubt hare a tendency 
to divert travel to that part of the in- 
ferior, and many Americans who now go 
1<i oilier resorts during the summer 
rmonrlis would come to British Colum- 
bia. After spending some lime in the in- 
terior we will go east as far as Calgary, 
where a 'tew days will be spent, after 
Iwhieh we will go north to Kdmoiiton. 
The Northwest is going ahead rapidly 
•tnd from what, we can learn there 1ms 
Ibeeli a large influx of settlers to the 



new provinces this year." 

The brothers have spent the past 
few years in exploring different parts 
of Canada, and have traversed the 
continent from one end to the other. 
In 1903 the summer was spent in the 
Northwest, while the following year 
they spent several months on Van- 
couver Island. They are delighted 
with the country and predict a great 
future for British Columbia. They 
enquired as to the objects of the 
Hundred Thousand Club which was 
recently organized in the city, and 
when informed that .the men behind 
the movement were endeavoring to 
brin? tbs population up to the 100,000 
mam in 1910, both agreed that, judg- 
ing from the rapid development of the 
city, that mark would easily be 
reached within the next five years.

PROGRESS OF ORANGEISM. 



An Article on tho Aims and Objects of 
. tho Organization. 

Apropos of th'c great celebration by 
the United Orange lodges of the prov- 
ince in Yietoria on 'Thursday next, 
July 12th, the following arlieie, con- 
ti IbUled by a correspondent, descriptive 
of the aims and objects of the organi- 
zation, will be of especial Interest: 

Orangeism dates back many years. 
'History informs us that it had its ori- 
gin, from the time of the reformation 
downwards, the name of the Orange 
association is taken from that of the 
Prince of Orange, William III, and was 
assumed in honor of that prince, who, 
in Ireland has been popularly identified 
with the establishment of that Protes- 
tant ascendency, which was the object 
of the Orange association to sustain. 
The first lodge instituted in the village 
of Loiighall, county of Armagh, Septem- 
ber 21,. 1705, the order sooii washed 
its way up, and in November, ITS!), it 
had attained the dignity of a grand 
lodge in Ireland, with a grand master 
and ;i grand secretary, and u formal 
establishment in the metropolis; and in 
the following year tin? order extended 
over the entire province of Ulster, and 
in .all the centres' of Protestantism in 
the other provinces of Ireland. In 
1808 a grand lodge was founded at 
Manchester, Kngland, from which war- 
rants were issued for the entire k.ng- 
dom. The seat of the grand lodge Was 
transferred to -London in ^1823, the elec- 
tion of the Royal Duke (Cumberland) 
in 1827, as grand master of England re- 
sulted in the rcestablishmont of the 
Irish grand lodge in 1828, with the duke 
as imperial grand master. In 1890, 
lodges were organized throughout the 
world. 

In 1835 the order bad in Great 
Britain ami Ireland. 20 grand lodges, 
SO district lodges, 4,500 private lodges 
ami nearly 300,000 members, la 1830 
the grand lodge of British North 
America was founded with Olgie R. 
Cowan as Al. W. U. AI. The order ha* 
now grand lodges in every province in 

the Dominion, working under the (!. 
L. of I !, N. A., with aver 2,200 pri- 
mary lodges with a membership of 500,- 
000 Orangemen, and tho republic south 
of us has 12 grand lodges, under the 
supreme lodge of the United States, 
with nearly "2, Olio private lodges with a 
very large majority. In our own pro\- 
iuce we have I grand lodge, '_' 'Co. I dis- 
trict lodges, ami -IS primary lodges, with 
a membership of nearly 3,000. 

If the question should be asked where 
are these loyal Orangemen? Our answer 
Is, go into our thrifty orchards and 
farm houses and you will find them 
there; go to our villages, town or cities 
of this Pacific slope, and you'll find 
them there; go cast, go west, north or 
SOU tb, from ocean to ocean, from the 
perpetual snows of the north to the 
everlasting summers of the south and 
you will find I hem everywhere, per- 
forming the noble offices of true and 

loyal L'itizcnjs'iip with credit to them- 
selves and to their country, and an 
honor to our order, exerting upon the 
world that spirit of fraternity which 
was ushered in upon mankind 1000 
years ago, Peace on earth, goodwill to 
men."

original draft of the proposal Ibo ugo 
limit was HO years, but this the em- 
ployees desired to have 'altered to BO, 
nnd It was along these lines that the 
discussion look place. 

Mr. Bjintzen pointed out. to the 
delegation that lo submit bO instead of 



60 years would be almost impossible, 
for in a very short time there would 
be more drawing out than those going 
in, unless the amount to be given by 
every employee should be increased. 
He pointed out that, the company was 
as yet comparatively small and the 
employees were also numerically small 
compared with some of the concerns 
of the East; and if the ago limit were 
reduced to 50 years there would bo 40 
or 50 drawing pensions wdio would still 
have a number of years of good health, 
and when it was taken Into consid- 
eration how small was the amount 
contributed, it would be readily seen 
It would be impossible. 

Mr. Buntzen took pains tn impress 
on the delegation that the pension was 
not to be an Investment but an assist- 
ance to tho employees after they had 
reached the age when labor became a 
hardship. 

Aftei hearing the explanation from 
Mr. Buntzen, the delegation left, 
thanking him for the privilege they had 
had In laying their case before him, 
and promising to bring the matter 
before tho union at an early date,

When the time of youthful 
passions comes for your boys, will rea- 
son keep them out of the haunts of evil, 
or may you not hope something from 
t lie belief of the purity demanded by 
God for acceptance, and taught by 
Christ ns the model for humanity? Why 
throw open the doors to them to every 
kind of sinful excess by taking front 
them nil the restraints of religion? and 
why stultify yourself as you will do? 
You had thein baptised, you have had 
them continued, you take them to 
church, and now, suddenly, because: you 
have heard a man of whom you know 
nothing, wdtose apparent record is bud.

Par rather than that 
you should do this, cultivate your vicar, 
nnd let him talk to the children, if 
your own sense of truth is so strong 
that you cannot conceal your denial for 
the S4ike of their supreme good, get 
someone wdio has no doubts to strength- 
en that which to young people is their 
only safeguard. To the young and ig- 
norant ■some kind of positive faith is an 
absolute necessity, and the best philo- 
sophers, who have thought out the mut- 
ter with long and anxious care, will sdy 
the same thing. You call me 'mad' nnd 
all sorts of injurious things because I 
recognize this, nnd dj^ nil that 1 can to 
strengthen the faith, and with the faith 
the practising my ignorant servants in 
the Christina] religion, concealing from 
them my own unbelief as a thing with 
which they have nothing to do — a thing 
which concerns my own self only.

RUSSIA'S PROBLEMS. 

The problems before the Russian gov 
eminent are among the most serious 
that ever faced statesmen in modern 
times. There are the immediate prob 
letns now before the Doumn which form 
the subjects of dispute between the 
parliament and the government, or reul 
ly between parliament ami the Czar 
These, however, arc not' the matters of 
the greatest moment. There are two out- 
standing issues, which will remain 
'bones of contention until settled in some 
comprehensive way. One is the right to 
responsible constitutional government 
i such as we have in the British Empire, 
with parliament in control of supplies. 
The other is the hind question. 

Conditions are exceptional in Itussin, 
nnd the situation that Iras been created 
has not been realized by the Czar and 
his advisers. Things had remained 
practically in statu 0.110 since the days 
of Peter the Great right up to the close 
of the Jiapanese-rtussioii war. Tin 
policy of Nicholas the present is tin 
policy inherited from Peter, the tradi- 
tions of whose reign have been closely 
adhered to and respected by all his suc- 
cessors. It is a policy out of joint with 
modern conditions ill Elirppo. While un- 
der the elastic constitution of Urenl 
Jlritain there have been constant 
adaptation ami development of govern- 
ment to new conditions, in Russia the 
government has stoml still. The leaven 
of new ideas at the same time, has been 
at work among the people, and although 
its outward manifestations were re- 
pressed wherever observed, it has leav- 
ened in some measure the whole, body 
politic. It only required u great oppor- 
tunity to come to the surface, 

At the end of the disastrous war tho 
storm brewing for years broke, not with 
its roll fury, but in sufficient force to 
terrify the authorities into making eon- 
cessions to popular demands. But today 
the Czar does not appreciate the crit- 
ical stnge to which his government has 
reached. He probably seriously regrets 
thill he ever consented to the calling to- 
gether a 'body Of representatives of the 
people. It was ia concession wrung from 
him us the result of fear. If w<is his na- 
tural idea that the people having obtain- 
ed a parliament 111 which to do their 
talking would lie satisfied, and would 
allow him to do the rilling ns formerly, 
lie had no conception of what popular 
government menus. He still wishes to 
fcovcrn ns he did formerly, if not in 
name, at least in reality, and it is evi- 
dent that he huts no other iden than that 
he is still the autocratic master of Hus- 
sion affairs nnd will remain so until the 
end of the chapter. Czar Nicholas is 
( like the Bourbon 8. tie docs not. learn by 
vela I ion; BeusoU is silent. I Roasou experience, indeed he cnuuol. He is as 
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Inciapnble of yielding up his authority to 
the Douina as tho Doumn is in- 
cnpable of judiciously exercising 
functions which are tho inalien- 
able birthright of a British parlia- 
ment. A crisis is impending. Russia, is 
in fact iiutlro midst of a grout crisis, and 
this the Czar will prolong until the 
country is In the throes of revolution. 
He will yield in the end- to tho Ineviun 
ble, ns all weak men of his class do 
yield — with exceeding bad grace. It may 
be too late to avert serious consequences 
to himself nnd the nobility. They may 
be swept completely off their feet and 
the country landed in a democracy. 

If the Czar nnd his advisers were 
wise they could still save the situation. 
While tho nobility is hated, the people, 
not even the nteinhero of Hie Dounih, 
have lost their feeling of respect nnd af- 
fection for the "Little father." In the 
midst of furious attacks on the govern- 
ment, says one writer, not a word of 
criticism of the 'Czar lias been spoken, 
one of the problems of the lenders of 
'Russian opinion being how to win their 
.freedom and keep their emperor. The 
IS in per or knows of Ibis feeling, but. is 
deceived by it. Neither does he truly 
appreciate it. He regards it as a duty 
on the part of his subjects for which 
they are entitled to no particular credit 
or consideration. In brief, the Czar has 
no fitness for the position which he oc- 
cupies, and time makes the task of re- 
form the more difficult for those who 
are urging it, end life more unpleasant 
for himself. 

The great issue in itussin, however, 
is the land question, and it is the rock 
upon which the final split will take 
place. Eighty per cent, of tile popula- 
tion are motljiks, or peasants. They 
own practically nothing nnd ore poor 
to u degree which we can scarcely real- 
ize. Tho greatest part of the land 
is locked up in large estates. The re- 
mainder is mainly government reserves. 
Very little is owned by the people. Land 
that is worked by the nobles is farmed 
out to the peasants. The latter is al- 
lowed a certain quantity of produce as 
compensation for their labor, while the 
land owner takes the lion's share. It is 
n condition which has become almost in- 
tolerable, nnd it is little wonder that 
some members of the Douma at least 
want to see the la ml nationalized and 
divided up among the people. This, of 
course, is regarded as revolutionary and 
unheard of by the nobility, who have 
never come to see the disadvantages to 
the governing class, as well «s to the 
largest class of the community, arising 
out of this wholesale monopoly of the 
land. Without a successful fanning pop- 
ulation there can be no prosperity in any 
country. It is the backbone of oil pro- 
gress; but the Itussin n. nobles are blind 
to the truths of political economy. The 
Spaniards despised labor or manufac- 
ture of any kind, and drove out the 
Moors from Spain, who were the only 
artizan class upon which the revenues 
for carrying on war to n large extent 
depended. That Spain declined in glory 
nnd greatness after that is a matter of 
history as well as being n 'logical result. 
So Itussin without its lands being ctil- 
itiratcd by n contented and well-fed and 
well-clad peasantry can never extricate 
itself from the financial quagmire into 
which it hns'sunken. 

When the serfs were freed by Alex- 
ander II, a certain plot of ground was 
granted to each of them. Even ~n 1 that 
time this plot— a nadicl— was barely suf- 
ficient to support n man. In the years 
that have elapsed, since, population hns, 
perhaps, doubled, but the nndiel ro- 
inoins the same, and the situation is 
desperate. 

"What can we do?" demanded a 
peasant deputy. "Itcnt ground from 
the rich? The farms are entirely too 
dear, and to cultivate them it is neces- 
sary to have implements nnd horses. 
The peasant hns nothing. Hunger 
obliges him to leave his village— to seek 
the factory in other countries more pros- 
perous, lie goes afoot, the miserable, 
'because very often he has nol the means 
to pay the train or the boat; lie marches, 
days and weeks, going ill lime.-: 1,000 
versts from his village, and all he 
makes he spends en route, [n the inter- 
val his wife and children are Buffering 
at home. We desire that the peasant 
may live in his own village; no one 
■should possess more ground than he can 
cultivate; the rest should be given to 
the peasant." 

The government's reply to such de- 
mands is thai the peasants should go 
In the cities and work: in the factories. 
This shows how utterly at variance the 

government is with the aims Of the peo- 
ple, and whal little hope there is of any 
real reform being effected by it in their 
behalf. The government is. of course, 
made up of tho class who u\VU I he land 
in large nrens nnd the solution of the 
agrarian question suggested is the most 
natural in the world. Such II suggestion 
from a economic point of view is one 
of the most suicidal that could he pro- 
posed. It is u resort, to an example in 
other couulries which has brought 
countless evils in its wuke. In (ireal 
.Britain nnd even in the United States 
the overcrowding of Ihe cities by the 
people of the rural districts has created 
a problem that practically defies suc- 
cessful solutioi.. To drive the peasants 
of Itussin in great numbers to the In- 
dustrial centres would simply ho to in- 
tensify the present evil and cutise it to 
assume much worse form. 

The real danger to Russia consists in 
the inability of the Cznr nnd his <ui- 
visers to understand the needs of their 



own country in Ihe light of modern con- 
ditions nnd requirements, They ure liv- 
ing in the present but thinking in the past 
;Wliilc there are n few turbulent and 
fiery spirits who would counsel blood- 
shed after the fasliion of tho French 
revolution, the great majority of the 
people <vre simply endeavoring if possi- 
ble, lo get from under nil intolerable, 
burden. They want laud and the oppor- 
tunity (o cultivate it, as they read of 
farmers in America doing. They will 
nol. fly the red tlag, except as die lust, 
resort. By that time the government 
will yield. The Dotimo, though a very 
Imperfect body, hns nevertheless many 
possibilities. Its chief use at present 
is ns n vent for the nation's dissatisfac- 
tion, which, if the attempt had been suc- 
cessful in' smothering it, would have 
miniiifcstcd itself 'in « much more dnu- 
gorotlS form. Russia by this time would 
have been weltering in blood spilt in 
civil war.

Senator Rosa 
writes to Tho HeraW that "the Acadian 
Recorder," of Halifax, for many years 
a daily pnper, has complete bound copies 
of its publication since 1813. Early num- 
bers tell of the arrival of the Chesa- 
peake nnd Shannon in Halifax on n 
Sunday morning when people were go- 
ing to church. The battle between those 
two frigates took place .Tunc 1st, 1811!. 
The despatches of the Duke of Welling- 
ton during the Continental war, ns well 
<ts tho battle of Waterloo, were fully 
given to the public in those days, as 
well as events of public interest'. from 
all parts of the. province of Nova Scotia 
and Canada. Correspondence on politi- 
cal and religious subjects were printed, 
the most famous being the controversy 
between the Catholic Bishop Burke nnd 
the learned Dr. McGulIocb; of Pictou.; 
There was a correctness of style and 
composition used in those days not to be 
excelled by writers of the Twentieth 
Century." 

And the Herald does the amende hon- 
orable by stating thai "The Recorder" 
is one of the line old institutions of 
Nova Scot in, nnd The Herald will en- 
deavor not to he envious of this magni- 
ficent collection of bound-up history 
Whin the time comes Ho wish our young- 
er brother a happy hundredth birth- 
day."

REDISTRIBUTION OF WARDS. 

Matter to Be Again Considered at tho 
Council Mooting Tomorrow. 

At the regular meeting of the city 
council tomorrow overling; the board 
will have under consideration the re- 
port ot the city assessor dealing with 



the redistribution of the city into five 
wards. An will bo remembered, this 
plan was introduced last year, but was 
defeated and again brought up by the 
present council. The present report 
is made upon the suggestion that the 
city should be divided into five wards 
as nearly equal as possible. Tho sub 
division of each ward as proposed by 
the city assessor is as follows: 

1. Commencing at the public landing 
at the foot of Yates street, thence east- 
erly along; Yates street to Government 
street, and northerly along; Govern- 
ment street to Queens avenue; thence 
easterly along Queens avenue to Doug- 
las street, and northerly along; Douglas 
street to the city coundary; thence 
westerly, southerly and easterly along 
the city boundary and shore line 
point of commencement. 

2. Commencing at the junction 
Yates and Government streets, thence 
along the easterly boundary of Ward 1 
to the city boundary line; thence 
easterly along said city boundary Hue 
as far as the northeast corner of sec- 
tion 4: thence southerly along the 
eastern boundary of section 4 to Bay 
street; thence westerly along Bay 
street to Chambers street, and south- 
erly along; Chambers street to Pandora 
street; thence westerly along; Pan- 
dora street to Quadra street and 
southerly along Quadra street to Yates 
street, and thence westerly along Yates 
street to- pnlnt of coniincnoeinont,- 

3. Commencing at the junction of 
Government and Yates streets, follow- 
ing along the south and east lines of 
Ward 2 us far .as . the city boundary 
on (he north, and thence along the 
northerly and easterly city boundary 
line to its junction with Oak Bay ave- 
nue: thence westerly along Oak Bay- 
avenue iind Fort street as fur as Gov- 
ernment street, and along Government 
street northerly to point of commence- 
ment. 

4. Commencing at the junction of 
Government and Yates streets, follow- 
ing along the . westerly and southerly 
boundary of Ward ,'! to the city bound- 
ary line on the east; thence along the 
city boundary line to Foul Bay. and

The only oirtfil 
needed, Is a set of stone crocks with cov- 
in*; or .c-irl-lien bowls of the thick yel- 
low variety used for baking custards, 
etc, and which may be covered with a 
plate in place of a regular cover such 
as the crocks have, for a large fam- 
ily, the crocks are u necessity. Next 
i-.'i order, comes a box; any old wooden 
box — or an old trunk will do: only the 
oivi'i- must be close and weil fitting lo 
retain heat and exclude as much us pie. I 
sihje. the dllt'sl'dc air. An old Inn] chest j 
is Ideal. 

The rooking power is hay: plenty of 
hay— -the best non-conductor of heat 
known: nnd Ihe most faithful retainer 
of he<il entrusted to its care. To make j 
your tireless cook stove, place on the- 
bottom uf your box a layer oC papers, I 
three or four thick; and three inches of | 
closely parked liny. The focid to be 
Cooked is brought lo actual boiling — ! 
over the early morning tire, is then' 
placed in the crocks (heated to receive 
the food without loss of temperature!, j 
closely covered wilh pkile or earthen 
nncr, and placed in I lie box. Over 
tin- pinto Is laid n hny pillow, and 
nroiin'd ihe crock is packed t li o hay., 
purkod. mind, as lightly as possible 
with hoy n round each crock, and flic 
W,hole covered willi a blanket tn reta^- 
the heat, nnd the box cover then placed 
over 1 he whole, clo-e and snug.

This is 
the cold vegetable lunch 1 sometimes 
serve, and our iuen folks say they could 
"eat it every day." 

Chop into pieces the size of half a 
hazelnut, sufficient cold boiled potatoes 
to till an ordinary vegetnble dish. Set 
these <iside. and chop tine the heart of a 
cabbage, or a couple bends of lettuce, 
with a bunch of green onions; lacking 
the -green- <inions : , use-one small onion.

boiled beets, minced. Season the mix- 
ture wilh sail, peirper. a do fell of eaj'- 
jbiJTfefl an even taldespoiiiifii]- of sugar, 
irVid a scant half clip of strong vine- 
gar: and last or all a cup. of thick 
cream; fossing Ihe ingredients lightly 
in the eremp so thai il is not thinned 
too'mueli by the vinegar.' Border the 
philter with chopped leltUCO well seji; 
■soiled ami dressed with vinegnr and 
cream; decorate this green border with 
sliced bard boiled eggs; and heap the 
potato salad in the centre of the platter. 
Some use lnaynnaise dressing in place 
of crcnin! but being a country woman, 
and given to "short cuts." or quickest, 
methods in household work, 1 I urn to 
the cream crock. Serve this with thin 
slices of bread and butter. Cold meats? 
Well, if you have enough of one kind, 
slice and serve of course: but "odds and 
ends" rwiy be mil through the grinder, 
seasoned, pressed Into muffiih rings for 
mould's and served with mustard sauce: 
one cup of milk brought to boiling point 
and thickened by stirring in quickly the 
third cupfollowing: One dessertspoon 
even full of mustard, one well beaten 
egg, one third cun of strong vinegar, 
and a pinch of sail, all beaten together 
with a lump of butter and a dessert- 
spoonful (event of corn starch. Smooth 
this mixture anil stir into the milk. If 
done quickly, and the milk is just be- 
ginning to boil, il will not curdle. Let 
this cool, and place a spoonful on each 
thin round mold of ground meat.

The height of mv 
hopc must remain ^.iory be lo Thee, Thou Cod most high' 
and nigh. ' 

Whatever is not divinely natural and demonstrably true 
in ethics, philosophy, or religion is not of Cod and originates 
in the minds of mortals. It is the Adam dream according 
to the Scriptural allegory, wherein man i.s supposed to start 
from dust and woman lo be the outcome of man's rib, — 
marriage synonymous with legalized lust, and the offspring 
of sense the murderers of their brothers !

When the paper lanterns glowed mel- 
low and the high-pitched voices of gei- 
sha mingled with twang of samisen and 
tinkling of koto; when the rice-paper

JftgUt eninc. moonbeams danced on 
tlie lake, tires showed faintly on dislnnt 
Shores and glimmering lights shone dim- 
IV like di-tant fireflies to warn tho'.jnnk- 
jnen to steer clear. The dream was end- 
ing, for with the night came the vilhig-

urai whoso two swords were laid away, 
farmers, and storekeepers — all speaking 
of one tiling, the war just begun.

for Ten Thousand Years— His !Mnjosty 
—The Thirty-Fourth Regiment for Ten 
Thousand Years. The bands were 
noisier; and, how odd; they were play- 
ing "The Battle Hymn of tho Repub- 
lic." A whistle, sounded, and hundreds 
of khaki-clad soldiers with thirty and 
three pounds of impedimenta, which in- 
cluded everything from tent poles to 
spore boots, from a paper fun to a rice 
pannier, bowed stil'lly among little 
groups of equally ceremonious rela- 
tives, and scrambled into a train whose 
porters were even then slamming tho 
carriage doors, .V final toot, a re- 
echoing "banzai," and « forest of wav- 
ing arms and fluttering flags, and only 
the rear-end buffer* of a military train 
were seen at the phi I form's cud. The 
Thirty- Fourth Regiment had started for 
the front. 

The House of the Stork was quiet 
when I returned— it is <i dusty ride front 
the station. The satulsens were laid 
away and the geisha who had seen 
their dear ones go dry-eyed wept be- 
hind the paper-screened, partitions. O 
Hani Sail was the saddest of them all. 

"Honorably 'pardon,"- she said when I 
asked her why she wept. "II is for 
shame; Tnnakn Sun is a coward." 

Prom O Toyo San I heard all. In 
this land of bravery and fatalism, of 
duty and death. Of a patriotism that is 
the' embodiment of selfsacritice, who 
would have thought to find a temple so 
prostituted as this disgraced Nakao- 
mura on Nakao hill. In all this laud 
there was, doubtless, but one other sucb 
abhorrent place— that, shrine near Kyoto 
where the cowardly Heimen of Osaka 
prayed to the gods of peace to aid them 
evade, the conscription. .N'okiio-mura is 
:i lonely temple, deserted and with high- 
growing weeds hiding its once pretty 
courtyard with the rows of well-made, 
hut now crumbled, lanterns; its gratings 
awe-worn and covered with dust, was 
thick with papers and offerings— 
amongst which was the prayer-paper 
with the written plea of Tanaka San, 
the deserter, who called upon the gods 
to save him from the army which 
sought him. He had deserted from the 
regiment 1 hud seen leaving even as t 
was being entrained. He had, in his 
ignorance, gone to the temple in the 
woods of Nakao hill, where the gods of 
his fathers would save . him. and he 
would go back to O HarU San. 

Toyo San told me of how he came 
back,' at dead of night, and of how, 
with lashing tongue, O Huru Han had 
told him she would have none of a cow- 
ard. 

The rest I did not hear until long 
afterward, when I sat at the edge of 
the kowlhing on a Muuchurian held 
watching the guns coming up for the 
battle, on the morrow. It was Tanaka, 
the coward, who told it to me. He had 
fled from the police who sought aim, 
hid in tho confines of a city's yosmwara 
with the' courtesans, until, remorseful 
and sad, he put on the uniform they 
had given him and went, to the barracks 
nt Aoyainn to rejoin the colors. If tt re' 
tnriipd deserter was acceptable. He 
was n coward no more, he said, and he 
cursed the fishermen who had told ulni 
of- the temple on Xnkao hill as he wait- 
ed the word of them in command, 
dreading the expected punishment. 

All these things- he bad told me, nii'l 
more. He had snatched the captain s 
sword from its scabbard when the OB}- 
: cer berated him for his desertion, and 
| he would have committed "seppuku 
I and let his life's 'blood wash out his of- 
fence, hut the officer slnyed his- hand. 

"No, not thus," the captain had said. 
"Your life is forfeit, you should give it, 
but give it to Hie Emperor in battle, not 
worthlessly." . 

. He would give it, and O Ilaru San 
would see that he was no coward; that 
is, if she cared, for though letters came 
for Iwase Sail, none had come to him. 
And it cost but u .few rin to have a let- 
ter written. 

1 had given him u tin Of corned beef; 
he had given me rice, and we ate ns he 
told me these things. Then I left him 
for the camp of the correspondents was 
afar, and it was night. 

The buttle had been waged for two 
full days, and it was eventide. Scat- 
tered over live hills', serried with 
trenches and covered ways, broken with 
gun 'pits' and shelter galleries, were 
eighty thousand Russians and a hun- 
dred thousand Japanese were hidden ill 
l! great plain grown thick with giant 
millet. From the millet us day downed 
on August 20tll II party Of engineers 
crept into wire entanglements at the 
foot of a grnssy hill and sought to cut 
the wires in the face of a rain of lend. 
Only n score returned; the others lay 
I twisted and Inanimate among the wires. 
Buttery after battery threw shrapnel 
and eflnnon shell, howitzers shrieked 
and their missiles whirled with a heart- 
rending twang, mortnrB hurled common 
shell and Shiinose explosive to thepara- 
petted trenches on the bill crests; tho 
skv was thick with flashes and little 
smoke clouds . which dissolved quickly 
after the shells broke In air to hurl 
their splinters onto . the soldiers and 
(heir works. The whip-like sniuck 
sounded loudly at hand, and dully along 
the distant line little geysers of land 
were' lifted, and the whole welkin wns 
discordant with the tumult of war. 

At times a broken line of brown, 
with sun Hushes showing on the steel, 
ran from the tall grain and a rattling 
inferno echoed as Hie rifles and machine 
guns 'on the parapets swept down n 
cloud of missiles that cut swaths in 
that rushing line of men. There were 
cheers nn'd shrieks and groans us the 
'cruel barbs of Hie wire lore the flesh, 
heart-stirring cries as unfortunate stum- 
bled into the pits to be impaled on the 
stakes therein. 

For two days these things had been 
occurring; seven times a whole line as- 
sault had been repelled, and the de- 
fenders were still in Hie strongholds on 
the hills. The balloon of the enemy 
still ascended and descended, giving 
ranges to unseen batteries that tired In- 
directly from the buck of the hills; the 
long lines of ponies curried ammunition 

cases from the south, blockades of 
thousands of lumbering Chinese carts 
with the stores of an nrin.v waited at 
the edge or the plain; orderlies galloped 
about; busy wiremen strung lines of 
shiny copper on little bamboo poles; 
bearers hurried up lo relieve overwork- 
ed men. llow busy they were, these 
bearers; how busy were the Btil'geOtlH 
with their knife and scalpel in .tile 
usurped Chinese bouses from whose tiled 
gateways red-cross flags drooped down. 

Two' diiya ago I had tied « Chinese 
tinny to an till a r in the court-ynrd of a 
lama temple and hud outcn fish and 
rice in a long suffering hotlory, diving 
to the shelter pits ns the gunnels did; 
hud trudged, foot-sore, with ammunition 
curriers, jelled over .routes that were 
even worse than China's rondfl on 



lurching caisson carts; marched, sing- 
ing as I went, with Intrepid infantry- 
men, and wound tight my lint on the 
sore-torn arm of a companion — and, 
when we sat in a hastily-supped trench 
at eventide, awaiting orders, discussing 
the culls that Kuroki had sent for as- 
sistance that could not be given, Tanaku 
San came and Offered mo cigarettes. 

As he left he shook hands: be Intend- 
ed to give his life for the Tenshi Strain 
Hint night. 

It wns a sight never to be forgotten. 
From the shelter of <i Chinese burial 
mound nenr the base of the hill the 
flushing 1 tongues of fire were weicn 
plainly. The blue-black of the summer 
night was lit by the occasional flash 
and flattie of breaking shrapnel. Mach- 
ine guns rattled and rilles rolled, their 
line of flushes showing like the serrated 
sides of a massive comb of fire, and, 
beyond, a column of light was lifted 
into the dull blue ns the faraway search- 
lights of Linoyang were turned sky- 
ward. Dull, shadowy shapes moved at 
the hill top, and. from the hiding places 
of the millet field came crowd after 
crowd, crouched and irregular, of rapid- 
ly-moving soldiery. They were like an 
army of gnomes coming from a niys 
tcrious blackness. Across the open 
space to the entanglements the shadowy 
gnomes ran, and from the bills came 
flush nfter Hash. The noise became 
deafening. Bui soon the ear became 
accustomed to the roil. The noises 
which pierced the sore-tried drums were 
the shrieks, blood-curdling cries, of the 
soldiers caught in Ihe tangled wires and 
the barbarous pits. The clustered tn- 
tiinglements were thick with struggling 
men; no longer gnomes but humans 
whose loud-voiced cries of pain stirred 
the heart. 

Now see! There were accumulating 
groups on the grassy incline beyond the 
wires. More joined them. How they 
passed the thick-strewn wires and the 
rows of closely sunken pits is more 
than I can tell. They were surging 
up the hill.— 

Oh the horror of it all. With wild- 
ly swaying anus men staggered and 
fell clutching madly nt the. grass roots 
in the agony of den Hi; rifles and swords 
were thrown aside and men rolled 
down the slope, tripping those who 
came behind. From the trenches above 
poured a rain of lead, the seemingly 
unbroken line of flushes showing the 
■fierceness of the fusilude. And ever the 
din of human voices seemed to rise 
above the roll of musketry. 

"BanZtti Banzai — — - Snn-ju-shi 

Rentai — - — Banzai," It was the Thir- 
ty-fourth regiment, waving its regimen- 
tal banner, that was surging Irresistibly 
into the trenches, regardless of the gaps 
the enemy's rifles made, 

Where did they come from, these on- 
rushing forms which went onward and 
upward and would not ho stayed? To 
the stolid Siberians on the crest they 
must have seemed like demons' 1 who 
would not die. But they died. 

Even as I looked the Thirty-fourth 
regiment was being led by a soldier who 
hud sprung out from among his com- 
rades. It was Tanaka, the fisher- 
man. The officers were all dead on Ihe 
grassy incline. Waving the Hag he had 
snatched from where it fell to the 
ground with Its slain hearer, its broken 
pole thrown aside, Tanaka scrambled 
on into the enemy's trenches, ami a 
shrieking, cheering, howling horde of 
demons surged in behind him. The Si- 
berians fought, giving thrust for thrust, 
blow for blow, bite for bite and scratch 
for scratch, dying, even as did the as- 
sailants, with their teeth sunk in the 
throats of their foe, until these that 
remained scurried to the trench above, 
whence death had been raining on 
friend and foe as the maddened horde 
struggled with berserker rune in the 
broken trench. 

On, over the groaning forms, hnyo- 
netting the prostrate, the Thirty-fourth 
regiment surged in the wake of the fish- 
ermen to renew death's carnival in that 
narrow gully on the hill-crest. 

What they did thai, night showed 
horribly in the mom. Then the nun 
arose on trenches glutted to the para- 
pets and glacis and approaches that 
were carpeted with mangled dead. It 
wns u terrible place. 

Hut the hill was carried, as were the 
others. The regiment bad lost tWO- 
thirds <>r its number, but it was proud — 
especially of Tnnnku San. llow he sur- 
vived surprises me As the scavengers 
of the army, the burial parties and the 
hearer companies conic to the bill, fol- 
lowed by the Hocks of carrion crows and 
Hie parish dogs, and the field guns were 
moved to the plain beyond to batter Ihe 
way into Hie city of I ,ia ova ng. 1 met 
the remnant of the regiment, marching 
out of the nil!. I will not forget that 
scene.

But, while wo are all of us working 
oacerlv tn be 3f aid and comfort to those out- 
side end to reach distant stronger friends with the hope 
of brightening and helping them, how much are our 
homes "benefiting by the pledge we have signed, the spirit 
we prnfens? 

Thin thought was brought home to me very nearly 
by the following letter, which I received not long ago: 

I Intended to do so much charity work outside this 
lnrt wlntor, but ciroumstonces were such that I felt my 
spare time for good offices and holpf ulness was needed 
most In my own immediate homo circle. It is very 
interesting to sew for the unwashed at a mission, and 
commendable; but It Is just as kind, if less interesting, 
to new for or tend the children while one's married 
sister in the next atreet takes a trip downtown or a 
needed rest. 

And, while one can feel very kind and virtuous 
while writing letters to Invalids or visiting the idek 
nnd lonely, it Is a very good idea to know that, 
while you ate doing those kindnesses, mother Isn't 
petting meals anil doing the domestic duties alone and 
unaided, with, perhaps, a headache and a lonely ache 
in hor heart, " >' i 

It is line to Rive, away old magazines and help 
decorate the church, but first bo sure that there Isn't 
a crying and unheeded need for helpfulness right at 
home. 1 

To all of which I say "Amen" most heartily! 

What do you think of it. girls-? Haven't you seen 
that sort of thing yourselves? Don't you know those 
who are eager In church and charitable labors and who 
neglect homo duties? Don't.. you— honestly, now!— don't 
yon sometimes do things of that sort yourself? Isn't 
there some one of you who has a lonely or invnlld cor- 
respondent who writes that, she is cheered and comforted 
by your letters', and to whom you write while you know 
that your mother is so busy with the mending that she 
has not had a chance for days to lie down nnd take a 
half hour's rest, or to go out for a walk or a trolley ride? 
Don't you go off to some meeting— It may lie church or 
Sunday school, or It may even be Each- arid All— and 
leave tho mother, who has been hard at work all flay, 
to finish the dishes by herself or to get the younger chil- 
dren to bod nr to go on with that interminable pile of 
sewing?

few things I- dislike more intensely. Tho tart reproof 
of a mother to her daughter, the shurp answer from 
the lnttor, the Jarring and fault-finding between two slv- 
tera or a sister and a brother, the unpleasant comments 
one makes upon the other— all these are mild torturer- to 
me. f feel that I wish to arise nnd ilee when they begin- 

I know that there are families in which little Is 
thought of this sort of thing. 1 recollect hearing ono 
woman say complacently: "We are not so terribly pollto 
in our family ns you are In yours. When we get mad, wu 
fly out and say what we moan; but, then, It's all over; 
rind 1 guess we love ono another about us well as other 
families." Also, I ltad a woman tell me once: "I never 
mind what Nellie (her sinter) says to me, She gets Into 
a rage and says the most dreadful things, and an hour 
after she has forgotten all about It, and is as pleasant as 
ever. And. J know she loves me dearly." 

Well, it would not be "all over" or "us pleasant an 
ever" with me, 1 can assure you. And what hi the proof 
of love, If It Is not kindly words and consideration nnd 
a desire to spam or.e'n feelings? 1 don't want the love 
that, would, make any sacrifice when a great need arose, 
and yet cannot produce dally gentleness of speech and 
net or keep the tongue of the one who loves me from 
bitter words that rankle and burn and cannot bo forgot- 
ten. For my part, I'd rather have less of .such "love'" 
and more common decency: 

Vou can see that this is a subject on which I feel 
pretty deeply. Once 1 said rashly thai there were not 
iru-rc .than two or three houses where 1 enjtiyed visiting, 
because In nearly all I knew there wore family brawls) 
that made me uncomfortable, 1 don't mean they threw 
plates at one another!' 1 do menu that they criticised 
one another in the presence of others; that they found 
fault witli one another at the table: that they "answered 
back" In a way most unpleasant to the guest. I don't 
know but that the plate-throwing would bo easier to 
bear, for* then am- would have an excuse to leave or to 
call tlio police, while In tho other circumstances ono 
must sit still and look poll I e and socm not to care. 

Thqre is a proverb. "Street angel, home devil." or, ns 
the French put it In a less blunt fashion, "Joy of tho 
street, sorrow -of tho home." How many of yon girls, 
both "married and single, can apply that proverb to 
part, at least, of your own lives'? Stop nnd think. 

As 1 have saiil before on this page about other con- 
duct I deprecated! 1 know that in most cases this' sort 
of thing in due tn thoughtlessness. Ono gets Into tho 
habit or hasty speech— a very dangerous tiling, by tho 
way— and then s'aj-s hateful things without appreciating 
how they hurt. 

Don't for a moment think that I 1 fancy all my clrls 
are like that. I know that there are many hundreds of 
them who are unselfish, gentle, considerate; denying 
Ihemselves to make life easier for those at home, kindly 
in speech, lovely In manner. But I am eager to have all 
my prlrls like that. I. long to linve them bring the Each 
and All spirit. Into their lives, to be intluenced by it as 
some girls are who have written to me and spoken of 
the help In gentleness, they have had from the sight of 
their membership cards, their linages. Can't we make 
Karh and All- a synonym for consideration and helpful- 
ness In the home, as we are endeavoring to make It an 
equivalent for faithfulness and helpfulness in associa- 
tion with girls?

Hint for Water Drinkers 

THE drinking of quantities of wa- 
tc-r each day has become some- 
thing of a fad of late; but a fad 
that has in it so much underly- 
ing common sense that it deserves to 
habit 10 an cstabllshe<1 and widespread 
The Japanese soldier, whoso endur- 
ance and good health is proverbial Is 
said to drink a gallon of water dally 

Wo cannot qulto compass that amount 
but increasing numbers have pledged 
themselves to drink eight glasses a day 
or about two quarts. 

Now, this, to many, is no easy task- 
especially since it must not be taken at 
meals. It Is surprising how little water 
the average person drinks. Ono woman 
paid recently that she did not take a 
class of It a week. It Is easy to Imag- 
ine, therefore, her difficulty when it 
came to eight a day. 

One woman who has adopted this 
new water cure— It la a preventive and 
cure, too, of many of the physical Ills 
to which moderns are heir— has reverted 
to a trick of her boarding school days to 
overcome the difficulty. She drinks from 
a pitcher, 

Each night, when she goes to her 
room, she takes with her a two-quart 
pitcher of wator — hot In her case, though 
this is not necessary— and drinks from It 
freely at intervals while she Is getting 
ready for bed. 

The pitcher Is then closely covered, 
and the next morning tho process Is 
repeated. Long quaffs aro taken at a 
time. 

It Is surprising how much water Is 
consumed In this way, unconsciously, as 
it were. In .his case, tho .dicker is 
almost invariably emptied, without any 
tense of repletion. 

Try It. you water drinkers, who aro 
finding your liquid remedy hard work. 
It is not a very elegant or a refined hab- 
it or one that could be advocated in a 
book on table etiquette, but It fulfils 
Its mission. 

Post Card Cabinets 

TliK postcard craze mis brought about 
tho manufacture of the prettiest 
little cabinets to keep the collections In. 

Some of them are in appearance Just 
the usual tiling cabinet, composed of 
iowj of wide, shallow drawers. But 
each drawer Is divided up Into compart- 
ments tho size ot the usual postcard, 
while the compartment:) of tho lowest 
drawer are made a trille larger for tho 
filing of those occasional larger cards, 

A rather more Ingenious cabinet Is 
made so that when you unhook It tho 
whole front swings away from the back, 
allowing the postcards grouped in their 
several compartments, 

Batnooo and lacquered '.roods are used 
In the majority of cases, except In those 
that are made to order to match thu 
furniture of the room. 

And an occasional pretty little ono Is 
made on the principle of the tiny glove 
mid stock and handkerchief cabinets 
which prove so useful for keeping tho 
little accessories In tho perfect order 
that Is their life. . / . 

They may bo enameled In white or 
In whatever tint echoes the coloring of 
tho room. 



TENTS FOR PLAY AND COOLNESS 



THIS is certainty a halcyon ago 
for the child. Never in history 
has more been done for Its 
amusement, and each season 
Fees now Inventions to make playtime 
delightful. 

True, there Is a danger In all this, 
and it is a question If tho young 
American or English or French child, 
with his mechanical toys. Intricate 
games and marvelous dolls and sol- 
diers, Is ono whit happier than his 
parents and grandparents, who, not 
surfeited with ready-made amuse- 
ments, had to exerclso their Ingenuity 
to provide thorn, 

Ono thing Is certain, the average 
child of today, In his play as well ns 
his work, Is being encouraged to livo 
out-of-doors. Tills is never more no- 
ticeable than when ono enters a toy 
shop. What are the things most in 
evidence, which means most In de- 
mand? Balls and bats, hoops, canoes, 
bicycles and velocipedes, jumping 
ropes, express wagons and miniature 
automobiles, spades, hoes and other 
gardening tools, croquet archery, ten- 
nis racquets and even small-sized golf 
clubs. 

So widespread has become this out- 
door life that many children, babies 
even, eat and sleep in tho open, com- 
ing in at night only — some of them 
not even then. 

The toymalters, realizing this tend- 
ency of the day, have met it by provid- 
ing fascinating shelters where chil- 
dren can be protected from sun and 
rain, and yet not have to bo shut 
Within four walls. 

What boy or girl does not lovo a 
tent? Can anything give greater Joy? 
The child of yesterday would contrive 
his from chairs or a stopladder and 
an old sheet or table cloth; nowadays 
tho pampered youngster has his own 
special tent down in one corner of 
the grounds or out in the back yard — 
a tent just as complete and easily put 
up as that ot a soldier or camper- 
out, 

There are several varieties of llieso 
tents; so every boy's taste may bo grat- 
ified, 

If he has a hankering to play soldier, 
there is the wall tent, modeled on that 
of the regular army officer. It comes 
7 by 7 feet square, or a little longer than 
wide, measuring 7 by 9 feet. It con- 
sists Of a covering of white elglit-ounco 
army duel:, hold by two end poles and a 
cross ridge. The ropes and fastenings 
are so attached that tho tent may easily 
be put up by a boy. 

This tent holds, comfortably, a full- 
length cot, n camp stool and a small 
table, and It makes a splendid, airy 
playroom for a half dozen children. 

Then thero Is the square tent, of blue 



and white duck. This has a pointed top, 
through which tho o.ie pole, with steel 
top, runs, and is held by a grumet. The 
sides are securely pegged down by 
wooden pegs. 

This tent has tho advantage of fold- 
ing Into a package about thirty Inches 
square and three or four Inches thick, 
with the pegs and ropes all wrapped in. 
It can thus easily be carried by tho 
children when they go for a day in tho 
woods. 

Soma of tills style have an extension 
front, where a chair or two may bo 
placed in Uic shade. 

For the boy enamored of the red 
man, what is liner than a gift of a 
"real live" wigwam? These are very 
gay. Indeed, made of yellow duck, 
brightly painted with gray or red Indian 
heads, tomahawks, bows and arrows 
and broncos on tho trail. It Is erected 
on four postf' fitted Into a square block 
with holes at tho top, from which pro- 
ject short pieces of treo branches. 

Playing Indian with such an environ- 
ment is doubly realistic. 

Hammock Beds for Babies 

Less for the amusement of the chil- 
dren, but equally for their comfort, aro 
me beach tents, under which little ones 
may play happily all day, enjoying all 
tho air going, yet sheltered from tho 
burning sun. 

These tents have simply a square can- 
opy of dark bine and white duck, with 
a gay frill of brown and white, resting 
on a central polo and held In placo by 
ropes. They are equally as popular for 
sunny lawns as for tho seashore. 

Hammock stands, with a canopy top 
aro much liked to swing along the sea- 
shore or out In some secluded corner of 
a lawn. 

These have been seen for several years, 
but new tills season are the sanitary 
hammock beds for the tiny baby. 

Nothing could bo daintier, cooler or 
more healthful than these hammocks 
made of heavy white cord, with a White 
twisted fringe. They aro about eight- 
een Inches deep, ku baby cannot possi- 
bly fall over the sides, while light 
springs la the bottom, on which a thin 
mattrefS Is placed, makes an easy rest- 
ing place. 

The hammock Is swung on n solid 
standard, with a while linen fringed 
canopy above It. Hooks are provided 
so that It may bo madu stationary or 
swing, at will. 

Life In summer Is made more' bearable 
to children and their elders alike by 
means of theso different outdoor shel- 
ters, and any family with a tiny plot 
on which to erect a tent should, If pos- 
sible, never bo without one. 



Pretty Bureau Boxes 

THE old prove rb. 7 of_ : "a place . for 
'everything 'tifed* everything in its 
place" rings particularly true 
when It Is applied to the little accesso- 
ries of dress. 

Let the pretty llttlo turnovor collars 
nnd tho no less pretty lingerie ties that 
everybody wears, your entire stock of 
gloves and handkerchiefs, | ribbons and 
belts, nnd perhaps a] Tell or two, Inhabit ^ 
a single drawer, with no particular 
rhyme or reason as to their arrange- 
ment, and In a very rhort time-too 
short, Tilcss your allowance Is of tho 
elastic kind— every; "one of them 'will 
have loFt Its freshness.- Nothing will bo 
ready to put on, which Is the point at 
which the well-groomed woman likes to 
have her belongings kept. 

All theso things legitimately belong to 
a single drawer- very few of us havo 
more space to devote to them— but they 
should certainly ho systematically sep- 
arated and kept, each kind by itself. 

Tha fad for collecting pretty boxes and 
for covering the plain white pasteboard 
cues in all sorts of pretty ways sim- 
plifies arrangement!: wonderfully. No 
one objects to revealing, when her top 
bureau drawer is pulled open, four or 
five prettily decorated boxes of varying 
size. And the use of boxes makes it 
practically impossible for things to bo 
tumbled— naturally, you lay things care- 
fully enough even In a drawer; it's tho 
jumbling them with other things that 
does the mischief. 

If you are planning lo cover tho boxes 
yourself, leftover pieces of wall paper 
in Moral designs make attractive covers, 
and the printed papers, glazed or dull, 
which come for wrapping gifts for birth- 
days and holidays, are as pretty as any- 
thing could be. 

In pasting. H Is better to use the sort 
of nasi- that photographers use— there's 
Ie«s likelihood of your paper stretchlnr 
•aid perhaps blistering. And see that 
the paste Is evenly spread

not thought of sooner Is 
Jack tho dullard from 
overwork' has been so much to the 
fore that he has quite overshadowed 
the Jack oi vacation time, who, alter 
tho novelty of absolute Idleness has 
worn off, finds constant playtime not 
all It is cracked up. What mother 
has not been distracted on ft hot 
summer morning by her child s fret- 
ful wall: "Say, mamma, what shall i 
do next? 1 want to bo amused." 

Well, th' t Is all over, or practically 
so. Today all over the land Is pro- 
vided that Judicious admixture of play 
and Improving occupation which almost 
every child craves. 

The work lias unconsciously drift- 
ed Into two distinct phases: tho va- 
cation school for tho older children, 
where systematic Instruction (though 
not from text books) is given, and 
tho primary playground, where tho 
tiny tots may romp happily for hours 
each day under tho supervision of a 
trained klndcrgartner. 

It Is with theso latter that wo aro 
at present concerned. 

Have you ever visited ono of theso 
playgrounds on a broiling morning, 
when onu could barely exist on tho 
streets, and watched hundreds of 
merry children, from babies in coaches 
up to 12 years old, absolutely oblivious, 
of tho weather In the joys of play? If 
you have not, then make it a point 
to do so at once, and you will im- 
mediately be Inspired with the wisdom 
as well as beauty of this philanthropy. 

Indeed, it is a question If such a 
work can longer ho considered a phi- 
lanthropy. So vital is it now consid- 
ered that It has been adopted by many 
boards of education as a part, and 
a very important part, of their regular 
work. 

"Hut," asks the man or woman who 
knows little of this movement, "do thn 
children appreciate such playgrounds? 
Aro they not very costly? Can order 
be maintained? What Is the real ad- 
vantage of them? How arc they run?" 

It is always an advantage to make 
a child happy, no matter at what cost 
—but. In point or fact, most play- 
grounds are run nt .i minimum of ex- 
penso, varying from lens than a cent 
a day per capita to 15 or HO cents 
where elabora te gymnasium parapher- 
nalia Is maintained. In addition, think 
what It moans alone to hard-working 
mothers to have their little ouch out 
of tho way and out of mischief ut tho 

\ 



same time for a whole morning or 
afternoon. 

As for the appreciation, no one 
would nsk who had ever seen scores of 
children hanging over a school fenco 
morning after morning waiting Impa- 
tiently for tho opening hour. Many of 
these playgrounds havo from three to 
four hundred daily attendants; nor Is 
It on uncommon thing to havo chil- 
dren refuse invitations for outside 
pleasures because they did not want 
to break their record. 

Tho methods of the usual playground 
" rc \ simple. It must be remembered 
that the work has become differentiat- 
ed from that of tho vacation school, 
where Instruction is given in domestic 
nrt. sloyd, nature study, gardening, 
slnglnpr, drawing, basket weaving and 
many other useful accomplishments. 

Play Schools in Schoolyards 

Tho playground proper is for amuso- 
ments only, and Is generally held In a 
schoolyard with the children under 
the caro of a trained klndcrgartner. 

By the way, there is a growing feel- 
ing that every school should havo a 
good-sized yard, and a shady one If 
possible Moreover, many sociologists 
believe that those yards. Indeed, and 
the school building Itself, belong to tho 
children, nnd should be always open, 
under proper supervision. Many 
women s organizations are working to 
Mils end, and several cities, notably 
New York, havo made their schools 
recreation centres, where not onlv the 
children, but their parents gather for 
amusement and instruction. 

Of course, playgrounds vary greatly 
but one thing in common havo they— a 
sand pile. 

Does anything In tho world make a 
child quite so happy as to play in the 
sand? If a playground has nothing else 
than one of these boxes, bull' like a hot- 
bed, and filled with clean yellow sand, it 
will havo fulfilled its mission. Little 
ones swarm over It all day long; even 
tiny tots of two und three play "merrily 
in It for hours. 



But the sand box Is far from being 
the only amusement provided. Thorn nro 
swings, see-saws, jumping ropes, books, 
games, and all manner of toys. More- 
over, the children aro taught many of 
the kindergarten games. 

Somo of tho more elaborate play- 
grounds havo tether tennis, basketball 
courts and gymnastic appliances. One, 
In a New England city, has even, joy 
of Joys! a wading pool, where toy boats 
can also bo sailed; while In another, In 
fated San Francisco, there wero a don- 
key to ride and a pair of goats to drive. 

For smaller cities, where this work 
has not been assumed by the Board ot 
Education, and where tho playground Is 
usually maintained bv women's organi- 
zations or private subscription, it Is 
well to combine somo of the features of 
tho vacation school with the play- 
grounds. 

In one place of about r,0,000 Inhabitants 
the Civic Club successfully runs fine 
playgrounds every morning, except 
Sunday, during July and August. School- 
yards In different sections of the city 
are given; a klndergartner Is In charge 
of each; tho Inevitable sandpila and 
swing is there, but, in addition, tho 
children aro taught basket-weaving and 
sewing, und tho boy learns carpentry. 
All this Is carried on In the open air. 
and very creditable are tho baskets, hats 
and photograph frames woven, the 
patchwork and doll dresses sewed and 
the benches and tables built by tho boys 
and neatly painted a dark green. 

Each school has an average dally at- 
tendance of over 100, while tho cost Is 
but 8 mills per capita. 

Besides the schoolyard and settlement 
playground, many cities havo recreation 
piers and numerous small parks, where 
little ones aro privileged to enjoy them- 
selves with no admonishing sign, "Keep 
Off the Grass." 

There has been nothing In modern 
times more conducive to tho welfaro of 
coming generations than this move- 
ment. The more playgrounds, the less 
need , of probation courts. A healthy, 
happy child is very apt to bo a good

ANY women go through llfo 
with a secret dread of fire that 
makes thcrn uncomfortuble 
when sleeping higher than tho second 
story of a hotel and never lets 
them thoroughly enjoy a lecture, opera 
or play becauso they aro constantly ex- 
pecting a fire and panic to break forth. 

Yet those same women, probably, aro 
utterly unaware that they nro doing a 
thousand things In their dully homo 
life to court tho disaster they fear. 

How many regard complacently ac- 
cumulations of old rngs. paper, boxes 
and even rolls of mat most luliaminable 
substance, cotton, in closets or cellars? 
Gasoline is most carelessly handled; 
lamps are filled after night! mutches 
are dropped any where or left where they 
may be Ignited by a mouse or u cat; 
curtains are allowed to hang danger- 
ously near unshaded lights; indeed, a 
room Is often left for hours nt a time 
with filmy laco nnd gna In close prox- 
imity; stove or furnace pipes aro al- 
lowed to become clogged with soot and 
then roaring fires nro built below; and 
tho majority of chimneys go quite un- 
watched for years. 

Any or all of theso things nro in- 
finitely more conducive to sudden fires 
than attendance at public halls or nights 
In a hotel, for usually In thoso plnccn 
watchmen arc In attendance and every 
precaution Is taken. It behooves then 
the timid to see that they nro not them- 
selves Incipient Incendiaries, through ig- 
norance or carelessness, right at home. J

Just now the German 
ilag is conspicuous In iLonoou in honor 
of the large party of German editors 
who' for the lirct time have come lime 
on behalf of the German press to study 
English institutions and English public 
opinion ana' so promote the internation- 
al entente which means so much to the 
lirogrose of the World.

The banquet at the Whitehall rooms 
to our German guests on Thursday will

The 
speeches of two distinguished members 
of rhe government, the lord chancellor 
and Mr. James Bryce made a deep 
and gratifying impression. The edfcr.r 
of the Westminster Gazette In propos- 
ing "German Journalism" charmed bis 
German confreres who were quick to re- 
spond to its wise and statesmanlike tone. 
The famous editor of "Die Nation", 
Dr. Theodora Barth, in a Speech de- 
livered in perfect English said "we see 
tlie press of every civilized country al- 
ways in anus.

The London Committee which was 
appointed under the lute government to 
administer the Unemployed Act litis ap- 
parently done little good. It only proves 
industrial activity Cannot be created by 
net of parliament. Out of 10,000 who 
applied for work Inst winter the com- 
mittee only found work for -1,000. The 
experience of the committee has been 
that olniost all Hie -10,000 unemployed 
wore inefficient and resonrceless, nnd un- 
used to regular work. But it cannot be 
said_.that they were unemployable and 
lazy, for under guidance and the disci- 
pline of work those who got it from the 
municipal authorities to do — rondnjnk- 
ing and other navvy work — were well- 
meaning fellows. This seems to show 
that wdiile spasmodic work provided by 
tlie municipality or on farm colonics is 
comparatively useless, the emigration 
of these men would prove a permanent 
benefit. Out of 1,700 applicants for as- 
sistance last winter 4S0 had been ac- 
cepted, nnd up till last month some 850 
families, or 1,200 persons, with the help 
of the committee had settled in the col- 
onies.

I country, he said, bad a surplus of wool 
and guni. New Zealand could negotiate 
la treaty with the United Slates', he «lld, 
| without reference to the British gov- 
; ernmeiil and he was prepared to take 
| the offlcinl preliminary steps in that 
: matter and was anxious that such steps 
I should lie taken before he leaves the 
, country. He said he should endeavor t" 
| leave 'the matter in the hands of the 
British embassy ut Washington on his 
departure from the country. 

Sir Joseph, who is on his way home 
from a trip to Kurope, was asked ye*! 
terdny what action would bo taken in 
New Zealand if an ice trust increased 
tlie price of that commodity tn consum- 
ers to get more than u reasonable Profit. 
I He said: "The solution of thill problem 
I is simple. If any mnll or company pro-

The lives of 1,143 mine workers were 
lost in the coal mines of Pennsylvania 
during 1905, according to the report of 
Chief Inspector Roderick.

In the 
anthracite mines ('.('.4 were killed and 
1.289 injured: in the soft coo! mines 
479 were killed and 1.070 injured.

Wo- 
men's hoars for labor and the age at 
which children may be employed are 
definitely fixed. 

The demand for Turner, Beetoii & 
Co.'s "Big Horn" brand of shirts, over- 
alls, etc., is such that the firm find u 
difficulty in keeping up the supply. 
They are advertising lor ten more 
girls— sewing machine operators- of- 
fering . steady employment at union 
wages. This Is but another Instance 
of the city's prosperity and the scar- 
city or labor in city and province. 

The year book of the Amalgamated 
Association of Street and Electric Bail- 
way Employees of America shows' tlmf 
1905 w<is prosperous for the street our 
men generally. Of 183 local divisions 
that made reports to the national of- 
fice, 33 show increases in wages vary- 
ing from I cer f to .'! cents an hour and 
affecting 0.782 mebers directly. < inb- 
orn' division reported a reduction, nnd 
that look place before the division was 
organized. 

Carpenters at Windsor, Out., have 
had their wages incroasetl by from 5 to 
10 per cent, and painters and decora- 
tors at St. John, N.B.. hud their wages 
Increased 25c. per day. Painters at 
Winnipeg hove also received an in- 
crease from 25 to 110 per hour. Plumb- 
ers nnd steanvfltters at Toronto had 
(heir wages increased from 30 — 3i% 
cents to 40 — 42 cents per hour, and 
plumbers at St. Catharines, Out., bad 
their wages increased from 25 to 30 
cents per hour. 

What is believed to he the prelimi- 
nary step toward settling the differ- 
ences which resulted in the existence 
of six distinct national unions in the 
glassmakiug industry bus just been 
taken by one of the numerically 
strongest' of the Amalgamated Window 
Class Workers' Association of America, 
which has received a charter under the 
American Federation of Labor. Tin 
question or afllilintion was submitted 
to referendum vote of the membership 
nnd answered in the affirmative. 

Railroad corporations will be liable 

for personal injuries to employees even 
when caused by lhe negligence of fel- 
low employees, so far as the much dis- 
cussed "fellow servant rule" of the com- 
mon law is concerned, under the terms 
of the so-called Barnes liability bill 
which become a law in New York re- 
cently. Tin- bill 'was perhaps the most 
Important labor bill passed by the leg- 
islature this year, and it was bitterly 
foughl by the railway corporations at 
every stage of its progress. 

Bricklayers, masons and pbistorers, 
carpenters and joiners and painters al 
Edmonton linve had their hours reduced

in wages by voluntary agreement, and 
stonemasons and bricklayers ill Calgary 

'have had their wages increased from 
$24.40 to 828., SO per week, and two

their wages increased from 828.80 to 
$33.00 tier week. Carpenters at Calgary 
have also increased from $18.90 to 

! 810.20 per week and their hours reduced 
from 54 to 48 per week. 

Work on the construction of I be Mac 
donald Agricultural College at St. Anno 
de Vellevne, Montreal, came to a stul- 

jdeu stop last week. The laborers em- 
ployed on the building demanded an in- 
crease in pay from 81.05 per day to 
i$2.25. This was refused, and they 
struck. They were immediately re- 

i placed by Italians. Then the bricklay- 
ers struck in sympathy with the de- 
posed laborers, but on the contractor 
agreeing to pay the laborers 81.75 per 
day returned to work. Then the strik- 
ing laborers grew demonstrative againsl 
the Italians, and the assistance or Prov- 
incial nol'ce was called in. The rules 
of the bricklayers' union are that they 
will not work under police protection, 

|and so they at once quit work, with the 
result that building operations
